REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In view of the 
previous amendments, the claimed invention is novel and unobvious over the prior art of 
Dean, Berlin, Olek, Raizis, Christensen and Hogrefe. In particular, no prior art was 
found that teaches or suggests a method for whole genome amplification comprising the 
steps of treating genomic DNA with a bisulfite reagent, removing the bisulfite reagent, 
and then incubating the treated DNA at pH of between 10 and less than 12.5 to form 
substantially unfragmented single stranded modified DNA wherein cytosine but not 5'- 
methyl-cytosine bases are modified to uracil bases. While the prior art teaches 
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methods of whole genome amplification of bisulfite-treated DNA using random X-mer 
nuclease-resistant primers, none of the cited art teaches incubation of the treated DNA 
within the claimed pH range used for desulfonation. Though a case for prima facie 
obviousness could be made based on routine optimization, the claimed methods show 
the unexpected results discussed in the Declaration of Melki. The evidence is 
persuasively demonstrated, particularly in exhibit B of the Declaration, which shows the 
unexpected effect of the pH range on PCR product yield. For these reasons, the 
claimed invention is novel and unobvious.
